Chairman’s Message 


George Bernard Shaw once, said that England and 
America are two countries separated by the same language; 
some modern educational philosophers question whether 
teachers and students in the large public schools are two 
groups separated by the same educational system. If 
there is some truth in the remark, the fault lies with 
neither group alone, but with both and with society at 
large. It is our common responsibility to examine the 
purposes of education continually and to ensure that 
public institutions enhance rather than diminish these 
purposes, 

What then are the purposes of education? In a complex 
society such as ours, education must necessarily serve 
both an individual and a social purpose. As individuals, 
we want the opportunity of discovering our talents and 
following our curiosities; as members of society, we are 
obliged to contribute to the common weal, which re- 
quires an understanding of the human condition, its 
past history and its future prospects. 

In the years immediately ahead, we face some special 
problems, such as pollution, decreasing quality of the 
environment, and survival as an independent nation 
state.
